Rohm and Haas 


The German Who’s Who, "Wer 1st?" for 1935, does not contain the names 
of either Otto Rohm or Otto Haas, These names were cheeked under the 
following variants: Haas, Haase, Eahs, Hase, Basse, Hass; Rohm, Rohm 
(both with end without the umlaudt) , with an "e" in all forms. The 
1955 edition was the only one available. 


Who’s Who in America, 1909 and 1918-9 revealed neither under any possible 
variant . 

Who’s Who in America, 1940, listed of the officers and directors of all 
companies only one. Van Arthur Wallin (similar listing for him alone in 
"Who’s Who in the East"}:

Bote that he does not list Rohm and Haas and its affiliates. 

All the known officers, directors and employees of some authority cheeked 
in the Philadelphia directory. Only the following appeared:

The only Hollander with the initials "G.S.", who also happens to have the 
title doctor for any reason is a physieian, Charles S., 4025 
Blakiston, Hbg, whatever that stands for.

Both Haas and Kiraopp live on the west of Philadelphia, in its suberbs. 
Train communications with Bristol from those sections are poor. I am certain 
that it is necessary to go first by way of Philadelphia. The communications 
between Bristol and Phi la. cant be very good, because Bristol is below the 
main lines, that is, to the south of them. Driving would necessitate either 
making a long loop north of Philadelphia or driving through the entire 
width of the city, 16 miles, plus an additional hit of traffic northeast 
of the city, in the industrial area there. Bristol is northeait of 
Philadelphia, about 20 miles away. Thus, travelling from these homes to i 
the Rohm ahd Haas plant would taken three hours a day, a bit too much for a 
busy executive or the active hear of such profitable enterprises. It 
would thus seem that the aetual operating boss of the factory is one of the 
other officers. Wallin is in Michigan, Willis in Delaware (actually at 
Glasgow, to the south of Wilmington, where he has quite a farm }, leaving 
oily Kelton. 

There is no available Bristol directory with -vtiieh to check his residence 
there . 

On the other hand, communications between both swank suburbs, Haverford 
and Radnor, and down-town Philadelphia, are very good. The railroads run 
frequent trains, and by auto, coming most of the way through roads and 
streets with practically no traffic, it shouldn’t take long. Thus it 
would appear that either Haas or Xirsopp takes an active interest in 
the office or the Philadelphia subsidiaries and affiliates,, Yet Kelton is 
the one who seems to take charge of all the office business, so that if 
Haas and KIrsopp are very active they are chiefly occupied with special 
things or with the running of the factories of the several companies 
loca+ed In Philadelphia.
